If ſo, then why do many of 
the baptized themſelves, even thoſe viti gregis iph caprithoſe 
zealeows Patrons and Champions T that opinion , procure by 
Magifterial power and order , liberty ro uſe ſuch places for 
their Miniſterial exerciſe?

Whether Tythes be preciſely unlawful , without reference 
to 4 Levitical prieſthood , or legal inſtitution, bur payable 
meerly upon humane and national ordinances ?

I cannot poſitively contradict, yer I anſwer , that probability, 
and fuppoſition, proy? nothing on one fide, when there is as much 
in —robabllity.vo be ſuppoted on the other fide. *Tis nor unlikely, 
but that the blindfold devorion,and miſ-guided zeal of the people 
in former times , might make them as torward to offer , as the 
Prince or Prieſt were to ask their cſtates of them. Now if ic 
was done voluntarily, and not violently, there is no cauſe of com- 
plaint : for volents non fit injuria. 

But I anſwer according to the maxime, De rebus now apparen- 
tibus & non exiſtentibus eadems, eſt ratio, However "is 
plain, that Tythes are now required by a Law , though not by 
Magna Charta. Where lies the Cedar now ? In whole eround 
1s it faln? 

Bur Sir.I intend not a Plex for Parſons. How often have 1 con« 
doled with you the miſery of our Nation, expoſed to ſo much con- 
tention, diviſion firife,malice ec, nouriſhing a lazy,proud,cove- 
rous Miniftery with Tythes &c. and ( prob gent#s reformande 
pudor opprobrinmque ! ) when will the time of Reformation 
come? you cannor prevent my defires, nor out-do my endeayors, 
to disburden my poor oppreſled country of thoſe abuſes , which 
corrupt-minded mea have ladea it withall, under pretence of Au- 
thority and Law : you carnot with more zeal and earneftneſs, 
ſeek the eaſe and edification of the curward and inward man, 
then'T ſhall, not by fraud or force, but by prayer and pratice. 

Another reaſon which iaduced m2 to accept the offer, was an 
aſſ'rance of my freedome amorg the people ; that they would 
not expect ſuch cuſtcmes and c2remoniies which I had not liberty

Beſides, I might have ſupplyed and ſatisfied many wants and 
intereſts, For, quitting the Tyrhes (an hainous crime, for which 
ſome &f the worldly SanAtuary judged me unfit for the place) 1

pariſh; ſeriouſly ro ſreenre my (elf fronvmy own fecrec feruples ; 
chufing rather to be accounted his Curate there , then to have the 
report of doing him the leaſt wrong.

Though it was reported by ſome Grandees ( as I was credibly 


Reaſe 4+. crme by one withia the limits of White-Hal ) that 1 did 


hunger and hunt after a Parſonage z that theſe are your Seraphi- 
cal men , who, alchough chey preach agaiaft Parſonages for a 
time, and for their own ends, yet when any great or fat one falls, 
they are as ready for it as ethers. How great it would haye been to 
me, you may gueſs , by what I have already told you ; and how 
preedily 1 did hunger and huact after it , you may underſtand by 
what I have yet to ſay , as a further motive to my Acceptance , 
which was this, 

Some of the pariſh coming to me on a Sabbatheday , where 
I uſually mer with many godly people for our edification in the 
knowledge and loye of God and his truth, they propoſed and 
preſt their deſires Bur I being unſatisfied in my felf, for the rea+ 
tons given before ; and fome occaſions calling me to Loudon, I 
lefe themy without a conceſſion of their propokttion , reſolving in 
my ſelf rather againſt ir, then-to grant it; ſo far was I from hun- 
ting after irc, While I was in Londew, Mafter Do/max dicd ; the 
pariſh yoluntarily afſemblegdraw up'a Petition in my behalf, una- 
nimouſly ſubſcribe ic , there being but one man onely , in all the 
pariſh(asI am informed))profefſedly refuſing. one Ricb. Showel,. 
whoſe good affcion to the Parliament, many of his neighbors 
can ſufficiently teſtific by woful experience » when the Cayaheres 
had power in thoſe parts ; the Petition was ſent up Poſt rome by 
2 meſſenger of the pariſh , which till prefled my acceprance, 
without my hunting after them. 

Vhen I confidered the prefent providence , and revolving the. 
former reaſons 1a-my minde, Iyeclded ; and, according cothede- 
fire of the people by cheir meſſenger, 1 carryed their Petition co 
White-hall, and gave it into Maſter Longe's Office of Requeſts, 
where I-was 2flured that it would be pretented in goutſe , that the 
Proteftor had appointed no other-way of addreſs,, in marcers of 
that nature , and chat ir-miuft firſt be read and heard, before 'any 
grant. could paſs of the P:rion1ge. With theſe good words [ 
was: led into fools paradile , che Perition being there fu'd up a- 
gaintt 
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gainſt Dooms-day-audience , and a ſecret Order ſubrilly procu. 
redfor another, Ar which the pariſh are croubled, they draw up 
and agree upon a ſecond petition ( the godly people of feveral pa- 

' riſhes adjacent, offering to affilt with their petitions: ) they fend it 

to Whre-ball with the ſame luccels as the former , they yet pur- 

ſue cheir defires ; divers of them go up to Lendon,in hopes of 2d- 

miſſion to be heard at leaſt ; they addrels themielyes to men vo- 

tent enough, and luch as were able to hare afliſted the equity of 

their deſires 2 bur after long waiting , and large expence ( the old S.C. WA. 
cuſtome of Court) they had free leaye to recurn home withour any C. G.P, 
let or moleſtation, according to the liberty of the ſubjeR, 

Libert as pauperts hec eff ;
